When the report of the onibreak of a pei- 
lilenlial epidemic in Persia, near the Turkish 
frontiers, reached Coostaatinople, notnith- 
ttandin; the assurances given by tho Persiau 
QoTernmeqt to Iho effect that the epideuiio 
was not a pla|;uB, the Ottoman Sanitary De- 
partment, while recommeodiag the greatest 
vigilaaco to the aanitary officers nt tbe frontier, 
bagtened to dispatch Dr. Uastaldi, the Otio- 
maa sanitary delegate aitscbed to IhaTurklab 
Embaaiy at Taberao, to the spot to iaqaire 
into the nature of ibe disease, Dr. Castaldi 
has now icnl io his report, which is moat 
carefully dr^wu up, and contaiaa moft valu- 
able iuIormatioD. In bis opinion ibero can. 
not be any doubl of the character of the dis- 
eaas which baa made its appearance in tbe 
Peraiac ICirdijlaa, The malady la charac- 
terized by ationg fever, accompanied with 
typbua syoptoma, with tha appearance of 
baboi under tbe arms, in tha groin, and in 
ucok, of carbttoolcs on various parts of the 
body, and of spots aoattered over tbe whole 
aurfacu of tbe skin; it carries the sufferer cB 
quiclilr, attacking several hotisea in one pUce 
and sevpral persons in ibe same family, and 
transmiti itself from any Infected place to n 
healtliy one. Such n malady, saya Dr. Castuldi, 
cannot be aoytbiDg but the Eastern plague ol 
former I'mea, 

According to the report, it wsa during tbe 
\att wiLtir tbat the pltgoe appeared in tho 
district ol Mnkry, in toe Adeibijao^ in tno 
villageaeitaitsd at a abort diitaneelrom each 
nlber, and called Djaumcucbao aod Abaoug. 
Thesa two sra^ll viilagoa have been com 
pleioly depopulated, ouly seven or eigi t pei- 
fl30B,being spared by the scourge, Uoabieto 
trace the exialeoceol ihe plague beyond t jti 
di»t-ici8ol ilfakry. D( Castaldi iee!s,at alcsi tu 
point out tha caaiBi wbieh have prodoce ' 
tbo opideorio, for tbe district ia not only the 
hoa tlie^t in nil Persia, bat has oJai escaprjd 
from t4be faraioa which hia so cruelly vi«ited 
and oooiioueb to visit tbo other piiria ol that 
kingdom, If an oatbreak ol the plagoe, euya 
Dr Uaataldi, was any where t i ba apprehaoded 
pt wonld be surely in Kbornssao and in 
Fara, where Iho famine mado ouch frigb'- 
lol ravagcF, wbero men enoayb could not be 
found t) intir tho dead boJina lult uobutiod 
io tbo streuiB and in tbo baziiiiH, nnd whore 
paren s S3ld tbeir children for a few franc;', 
to save tbem from starvatioo, and provide 
themselves witb a liiile bread.
